DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Amendment filed September 14, 2009 has been entered. Claims 3-9 are 
pending in the present application. Claims 4 and 8 have been amended to contain the 
particular subject matter indicated to be allowable in the Office Action mailed June 17, 
2008. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. Claim rejections of claims 3, 4, 8 and 9 under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by Kosako et al. (WO 03/081707) are withdrawn in light of the Amendment. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. Claim rejections of claims 5-7 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Kosako et al. in view of Smotkin (US2002/0009627) are withdrawn in light of the 
Amendment.

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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 3-9 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: Kosako et al. disclose a gas diffusion layer (13) in direct contact with the 
electrolyte membrane (1 1 ) of a fuel cell (See Figures 1 A, 1 B). However, Kosako et al. 
do not disclose the catalyst layer (14) to be bound directly on a free cathode 
compartment, i.e. separator plate. Instead, as is shown in Figure 1B, the gas diffusion 
layer (13) is between the catalyst layer (14) and the separator plate, causing the 
catalyst layer to not be bound directly on a free cathode compartment. Further, it would 
not have been obvious to do so. Thus, Kosako et al. do not teach or suggest the 
catalyst layer bound directly on a free cathode compartment.
